_ Vienna, Mar. 23. General Rabutin who arriv’d 
at Court the 2oth Inftant from Hungary, made a 
Report the next Day to the Emperour of the Con- 
dition of the Troops'in that Country under his 
Command. °Tis faid he charges his bad Succefs 
the paft Campaign on his Want of Pay and Pro- 
viGions, which oblig’d him to make long Marches, 
in which his Men fuffer’d much. It has been re- 
folv’é to affign a Million and a half of Florins to 
the recruiting and reeftablifhing of the faid Troops. 
*Tis doubted whether General Rabutin will be em- 
ploy’d this Summer, he being very much troubled 
with the Gout : And there is fome Ground to be- 
lieve Count Heifter will be fent to refume the 
Command of the Army in Hungary: Baron Strah- 
lenheim the Swedifh Envoy here, has declas’d, that 
the only Errand of the French Minifter at Leip- 
fich, is to complain of the Swedes ftopping the 
Regiment of Count Belke in its March through 
Poland to Hungary to. the Affihtance of the Male- 
contents. To Morrow the Princefs of Ringfmaul 
fets out for Wolfembuttel, and will be follow’d 
ina few Days by Count Baer ; they being appointed 
by the Emperour to conduct hither the Princefs 
— who is to be married to King Charles

The Author of the Mercure Galant, printed at 
Pars, has in bis laft made fome kind of an An- 
{wer to the Marquis de Langallerie’s Manifetto, 
which was inferted in fome of our former: That 
Anf{wer is in Subftance as follows. 

‘ There has lately been publith'’d a Manifefto, 
‘which M. de Langallerie fays he himfelf made : 
* But he would have done much beiter nor to have 
* written atall : For then all who ate not truly in- 
‘ form'd of his Cafe, might have beliew’d it not 
“to be fo bad as it really is. That-Manifefto, far 
‘ from being ferviceable to his Juftification, is in- 
‘deed a Proof of his Guilt, fince it {peaks Of no- 
* thing lefs than of the Things that are laid to his. 
‘ Charge. He talks a‘ great deal, but always wide 
of the Purpofe ; and believes that by gaining to his 


‘pretended to juftify bimielf. 


* fide all thofe whom he praifes, and.of whom he 
‘invents Stories that have no Relation co bis own, 
‘he thall be able to dazzie the Byes of the Publick, 
* and to procure himfelf as many Favourers, as thy y 
* of whom he fpeaks have Relations and Friends : 
* Buc’tis certain, and no Man can deny it, thar all 
* he fays ig foreign to his Caufe, and that onc Line 
relating to it can fcarce be found, in al bis Maui- 
‘ fefto: Nay, Ihave feen fome Perions, who aftec 
‘ having read it over and over, have ask’d what be 
* was accus'd of ; or rather in which Places of it he 
He launches‘onc 
“ with much Virulency, and malicioufly mifrepre- 
‘ fents things that are’ foreign, ro his Subject, or ac 
* leaft thar regard but very indirectly the Crime 
* of which he ftands accus’d : And the greareft Part 
‘ of his Manifefto confifts in the Evidence he pre- 
* tends to have collected, of a Defign to fieze and 
* fecure his Perfon. He alledges no folid and cer- 
‘tain Proofs of it; but only things from which 
* fach as might have fome particular Inducements 
*to believe him, might indeed draw fome Con- 
* clufions : But Conclutions are not always Truths : 
* And ict has fometimes been feen, that things which 
‘had more Appearence of Truth than Truth ic 
‘felf, were not always true. In fhort if M. de 
* Langallerie had known himfelf Innocent, far from 
‘ taking fo many Precautions as he pretends to avoid 
“* being fiez’d, and from difcovering fo great a Dread 
‘ of being fo, he would have come to juftify him- 
* felf at Court, which he always refus'd todo, To 
‘ this I add, that the great Praifes which through 
* the whole Courfe of his Manifefto he himfelf gives 
* to his own Services and Bravery, and makes others 
‘ give him, would have pleaded in his Behalf: And 
‘ that if Want of Judgement had had the leaft 
“ Part in his Crime, or if itcould have been oblerv’d 
‘ that he had been engag’din it by Conjunctures 
“and Circumftances that often carry Men too far, 
‘ when certain Neceffities prefs hard upon them, 
* all the Court would have been his Friends ; and his 
* Courage and paft Services would have made 
‘ many things be wink’d at: But he was too con- 
* fcious of his Guilt, and knew the Proofs againft 
‘him to be too ftrong, to expe any fuch Succefs, 
‘ He rather chofe fully to convince the World of the 
‘ Truth of the Things laid to his Charge, than to 
* venture the being punith’d by delivering him{clf 
‘up to Juftice: A Man of his Temper {corns to 
‘ confefs his Crime ; and much lefs to fubmit and 
* ask Pardon for it.The Truth of ‘the Fact is as 
follows. 
“ The whole Army of Italy know, and my In- 
“ formation is from fo good Hands thar it can- 
“ not be doubted, that he pocketed 60000 Li- 
“ vres that had been remitted to him for his Ma- 
© jefty’s Service in the Principality of Maffa and in 
** the Grafagnana. ’Twas the Duty of thofe who 
“ have the Adminiftration of the King’s Affairs to 
“ call him to Account for it; otherwife they would 
“‘ have been thought Accomplices of his Crime. 
‘ This he took very ill, and thought thar in confi- 
‘ deration of his long Services, tho’ they have not all 
‘been fuccefsful, this Action of his ought to have 
‘been wink’d at 3; notwithftanding it was fo heinous, 
‘and the dangerous Confequences. that ‘would have 
‘artended the taking{no Notice of it; Bétides, the 
* Fact was fo evident and Notorious, that the World 
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‘could not have believ'd it was not known, if the 
* Miniftry had feign’d their Ignorance of it: So that 
‘ M. de Langaliesie was pertwaded, that if he en- 
‘deavour'd to juftify himielf, his reafons would be 
“(o weak, and have fo little Appearance of bein 
‘true, that bis Defence would yet more plainly dil- 
‘ cover the Truths he could not conceal.
